SYMPOSIUM 
ON CONSERVATION 
MEASURES FOR THE BALTIC 

The scientists who attended 
the International symposium 
recently held in tills country 
examined the ecological aspects 
involved In the protection ol 
the Baltic from pollution. Soviet 
specialists presented their mathe- 
matical and ecological modols 
which are used to study, fore- 
cast and even control processes 
taking place In Iho sea. 

The Baltic Sea, which has a 
shore line or 20,000 kilometres, 
Is one of tho seas particularly 
liable to pollution, as the coun- 
tries on Its shores account for 
15 per cent of tho world’s In- 
dustrial output. Taking Into ac- 
count the bcbIu of (longer, So- 
viet scientists have started devis- 
ing an interdisciplinary regional 
scheme for tho protection of the 
sea until the year 2000. At 
present, 15u major Industries 
and 40 dllca In this counliy 
have stopped dumping uii- 
purliied water Into tho Baltic. 
The Leningrad and Kaliningrad 
regions, and the Baltic republics 
now have 1,500 mechanical, 
physlcal-aml-chc-intral, and bio- 
logical purification plunis, most 
or which are siled along the 
rivers emptying Into thu Baltic. 

For the first time In many 
years, large shoals of flaUish 
have been lighted off Soviet 
shores. The return of this valu- 
able fish Is attributed to thn ef- 
fective measures this country 
has taken lo protect Ihe Baltic. 

LA2ER IMPROVES 
WHEAT STRAIN 

Byelorussian selectionists have 
grown a new wheat strain called 
"Lyubov". 

Their experience proves that 
the lazer beam can alfect 
plants' heredity without des- 
troying lUe ln the seeds. On the 
contrary, they survive much 
better end produce a variety of 
tough progeny. Many experi- 
ments wore conducted over a 
period o! seven years on Irra- 
diating seeds under various con- 
ditions and the optimal ones 
were selected, stressed I. Kho- 


khlov, head of the biological 
group, the laboratory of luzor 
systems and instruments at the 
Institute of Physics (Byelorus- 
sian Academy ol Sciences). The 
new ''Lyubov" wheat strain waa 
the result of our work. The now 
strain is highly productive — It 
yields between 300 and 1.200 kg 
per hE>ctarQ more than tho norm. 
It contains 1. 2-1.5 pei cent more 
protein, no longer wills, is re- 
sistant lo root sprouting and 
does not crumble- II also bakes 
better and has a nicer lasto.

The dynamics

The 5on|at Union entered Ihe 
19S0s with an economic poten- 
tial twice that of Ihe early 
sovonllss.

Contributing lo this dynamic 
growth In well-being Is Ihe In- 
crease In lhal part ol Ihe na- 
tional Income spent on con- 
sumption: In (970, It constituted 
71.4 per cent; 7S.1 per cenl in 
19B0 and II will grow lo 78 per 
cent by 1985. Taking account o| 
expenditure on housing and ser- 
vices, Ihe share ol national In-
